THE POSSIBILITIES OF THE BASE¬ 
MENT. 

Most dealers who have a basement over¬ 
look the advantages of this space of their 
store. Generally, the basement is made the 
dumping ground of whatever is not in im¬ 
mediate demand or which has been discarded 
altogether, and so the space is actually de¬ 
graded to the condition of a cellar into which 
even the attendants descend with repugnance. 
And yet, with but little expense and care, the 
basement may be made a most valuable asset. 
The general public have a natural aversion 
to descending stairs, and the inducements to 
make them do so must be more than ordinary. 

One of the best uses for the basement 
which suggests itself would be a sales place 
for bargains and reduced merchandise—a 
place in which to collect odds and ends and 
in which to dispose of odd and broken lots. 
And yet it may serve other and better pur¬ 
poses. Let the basement be accessible by as 
broad a flight of steps as possible, broken 
with a landing, if the descent be too steep. 
The shelving and fixtures must be white or 
in some other bright color. The floor should 
be covered with an attractive rug and there 
should be enough easy chairs, with broad 
backs, to accommodate half a dozen callers. 
Then, there should be plenty of light, prefer¬ 


ably electric lamps with soft white shades. 
Fresh air and ventilation may be easily sup¬ 
plied with an electric apparatus that will keep 
the basement cool and supplied with fresh 
air. The bookseller will find a dozen uses 
for such a place. In it he may display long 
sets and odd lines of books which customers 
like to examine at their leisure. In addition, 
part of the space may be utilized for a period¬ 
ical department. Another space may be de¬ 
voted to commercial stationery, office fixtures, 
etc., and yet another portion may be allotted 
to sporting and outdoor goods, the removal 
of all of which from the store proper will 
afford more elbow room for the customer and 
better facilities for the display of the regular 
stock of books and the higher grades of 
stationery goods. 

From time to time the basement may be 
utilized for bargain sales of job-lot pur¬ 
chases and the accumulations of various de¬ 
partments throughout the main store. These 
sales, if properly advertised, will be certain 
to draw crowds of the bargain-hunters pro¬ 
vided the values are real and remarkable, and 
still leave the store free for the regular trade. 
Besides, though the natural bent of most 
women is to hunt bargains, they will not stop 
at the basement but will travel around the 
main floor to look around. The initial inten¬ 
tion of looking around leads to buying, and 
anything that will induce this looking around 
should be fostered. If the basement bargains 
are genuine and the display of goods and the 
service in the other parts of the store are 
attractive and efficient, the dealer in three 
cases out of five is apt to sell more to the 
bargain hunter than she really came for. 

We would commend to those of our readers 
who have such space now devoted to baser 
uses to consider thansforming them into oases 
from which to derive pleasure and profit.

“Publishers’ Trade List Annual” has ap¬ 
peared with its Supplementary Lists bound 
ahead of the regular catalogues. After we 
had seen and “O. K.’d” a correct sample num¬ 
ber the binder contrived the Hibernian inno¬ 
vation of leading off with “Supplementary 
Lists.” The Index to these lists appears in 
its proper place at the end of volume. We 
apologize and hope the trade will be but 
slightly inconvenienced by the fact that these 
important lists are this year to be found in 
the beginning of the huge book instead of at 
the end.

INDISCRIMINATE PRICING OF SECOND¬ 
HAND BOOKS. 

To the Editor of The Publishers’ Weekly. 

Sir : I think that it would be a good thing 
for the trade if you would publish an article 
on the pricing of old books by dealers when 
answering the advertisements in your “Books 
Wanted” columns. I make frequent use of 
the column and get many books that I want 
through it, but the diversity of prices on the 
same item is sometimes very great, some 
dealers seeming to think that merely because 
a book is advertised for it is very rare, and 
not considering the fact that they may be 
competing with other dealers on the same 
item. A most glaring illustration of this 
was a book that I advertised for a few weeks 
ago. It was published about twenty-five 
years ago, and probably had a fair sale and 
went out of print. 1 received thirty-three 
quotations on it, from a “very good copy 
$1.25 postpaid” to “good second-hand copy, 
very rare, $15, expressage extra.” Twenty- 
two of the quotations were from $1.25 to

PUBLISHER'S IMPRINT SHOULD GUARAN¬ 
TEE CHARACTER OF BOOK. 

To the Editor of The Publishers’ Weekly. 

Sir: Your article on “The Handling of 
Bad Books” in the issue of August 22 is cer¬ 
tainly timely and to the point. 

There was a time when a bookseller could 
judge somewhat of the character of a book 
by the publisher and author. Such is not the 
case to-day. Of late, within the last two 
years, books have been published by a firm 
that never before tolerated matter of the 
nature in question, and this fall another 
reputable firm, following the same line, has 
left one in doubt whom to trust for decent 
reading for the public shelf. Just Saturday 
a librarian told me he was in a quandary as 
to how to order certain popular novels. Three 
had already been taken out of the library of 
recent orders, and it was to him a serious 
matter as to what to do. The writer told 
him he was in the same quandary. Jo be 
obliged to read every book that came in was 
a burden that was unwarrantable. A reput¬ 
able publisher should take care of that in 
manuscript. He has already taken four books 
from his reading club that were supposed to 
be fit for public reading. More is the pity 
when supposedly religious papers will lend 
themselves to a complication of the problem 
by a favorable comment on this sort of stuff. 

Within two weeks a librarian purchased a 
book recommended by a man of good judg¬ 
ment who took his opinion from a favorable 
review in The Churchman. It was pro¬ 
nounced by four people who read the book 
to be unfit for the library and it was taken 
out. This is only one of several that have 
been removed at a dead loss to the library. 
The gentleman who recommended the book 
was greatly incensed at The Churchman for 
so misleading the public. 


It seems strange that, just at a time when 
two or three French societies are doing all in 
their power to put a stop to the publication of 
certain books of this class in France, the 
American public should have a lot of the 
same sort put on the market, and that, by 
publishers who have hitherto been free from 
such notoriety. 

The harm done by the insidious poison of 
a bad book cannot be overestimated. _ It 
strikes at the very root of our. civilization, 
and will undermine our great nation as it did 
those of the old world if allowed to go un¬ 
checked by a healthy public sentiment. 

We booksellers can do no greater service 
to the public than by joining in a strong pro¬ 
test against “questionable” (?) literature, and 
do all in our power to abolish it from the 
market. No clean man can handle it without 
shame. Thank you for your article; give us 
more on the same line. John Sterling.
